' At • diaas meeting raeaDtbr held 

in Lexington to take action con 
cerning the inadequate aapply of 
natural gas, it waa brought out in 

a statement made by Capt. John 
Tonkin, general manager of the 
gas company, that the gas wells of 
Mmefee county, from which Lex- 
ington, Winchester and this city 
are supplied, are being rapidly ex- 
hausted, althoogh it is a faetthat 
there was more gas pumped into 
the three towns during the past 
two montha than at any other 
equal time, but owing to the ex- 
treme cold weather the supply was 
not sufficient. The company real- 
izing this has spent $in,u()ii (Irillin<r 
for new wells in Morgan and El- 
liott counties, but have been sadly 
disappointed as it waa thought by 
the owners of this company that 
there was enough gas in these 
fields to last for many years. 
Capt. Tonkins stated that arrange- 
ments are rapidly being perfected 
whereby the company will connect 
with the West Virginia fields, 
which are about 90 miles from the 
Menefee tields and when this is 
done it is said we will have an 
abundant supply of gas no matter 
how cold the weather gets. It is 
thought the laying of the pii)es to 
the West Virginia tields will be 
completed by November 1. 

It was brought out in the Lex- 
ington meeting tliat the reason for 
the limited supply of gas daring 
the recent cold spell was due to the 
inadequate supply and was no 
fault of the gas company.

While the size of each 
t a wart crop la a fketor la Ihe 
nation's production, he is the sole 
recipient of the profits from it.

Tbe large aspect of the natiop's 
total crop production is a matter 
which must adjust itself mainly by 
tht knr of supply and demand. 
The total proceeds from the past 
year's crops will be as great aa for 
the year before, although the total 
jiaU was genaralljr kn. lha in- 
creased price prevented general 
financial embarrassment because of 
the bad mMd, hm Mm taaaoM 
from the past .year's crops was not 
aqoaiiy distributed. Those «who 
did tha Ml lalalligant hmiog 
gathered crops of andMont size to 
make considerabljr mora income 
than fai tha ffood y«r whn ttia 
shiftless 0M9.ak» h ail lid Iwia 
Crops. 

Whather the acreage devoted to 

any particular crop is large or 
snudl, the same principla domi- 
nates returns. The mat) who se 

cures a large yield per acre, and 
produces it economically, is the 
one who makes the most protit. 
If lha ganeral crop is ao l^rge as 
to carry the price very low, he 
may not profit greatly, but he will 
fare moeh baMar than amao wlyiae 
smaller crop oost liim mora per 
bushel or ton. 

There is no danger that the 
widespread interest in better farm 
practices will result in overpro- 
duction. They will not be gen- 
erally adopted suddenly enoujjh 
for that. Farmers cannot hope to 
stand or fill together on any line 
of farm management. Rather 
those who most perfectly adapt 
their methods to the ever-chang- 
ing conditions will prosper, while 
those who hang back for some 
general stroke of good fortune or 
legislative ragolation, or a farm- 
ers' trust to make their land or 
their work unduly remunerative, 
will always be complaining of 
tiieir "hard luck" and of overpro- 
duction in good years and crop 
fidlarea wheb the season ia ad- 
verse. 

Every farmer must work for 
himself. That is the only way he 
will ever bring his land up to its 
greatest productivity Large 
yields per acre at low cost per 
bushel or ton, with soil fertility 
maintained, are the keynotes of 
agricultural success. Educational 
agencies are endeavoring to sup- 
ply the information which pro 
i^ressive farmers crave. This 
must be used by each ftirmer for 
iiini>,elf. Incidentally tbe ex 
ample of a successful farmer is the

NOW IT IS INK- 

LESSPUNTING 

Process Was Discovered by aa 
Eoglisbman by AccMeit 

It is very possible that before 
long newspapers will be printed 
without the use of printing ink. 
Kven the colored supplements are 
to be printed without ink. A 
(lerman publication. Die Welt der 
Teachiiik, devoted to scientific 
matters and inventions, credits the 
discovery of the inklesa prinking 
process to an English inventor. 

In the course of some electrical 
experiments, it says, he accident- 
ally pressed a coin, which had 
fallen on to tha table and was rol- 
ling off, against a metallic plate 
covered with a piece of paper, and 
at the same time sgainst an insu- 
lated electric line. To his amaze- 
ment he saw a sepia print of the 
coin impressed upon the paper. 
This happened about twelve years 
(t^o. Since then the inventor has 
followed up tiiis observation, and 
has now developed a process for 
printing without ink. He uses 
dr.v paper, impre^jnated with cer- 
tain chemicals, whose nature is not 
disclosed. 

In the process of printing the 
paper travels over a metal plate 
and the type is applied on the op- 
posite side, a current of electricity 
passititf through the paper. Ac- 
cording to the particular metal 
used for the substratum, and ac> 
cording to the mode of impregna- 
tion of the paper, a yreat variet.v 
of different colors may be pro- 
duced, so that multi-color printintr 
becomes an easy matter. — (New 
York World.

selves for school purposes. The 
exercise of this right is whollv 
optional. Before it can be exer- 
cised, two hundred and fifty house- 
holdera must petition for a vote 
on a bond Issae. The vote mast 
receive a constitutional majority 
The expenditure of the moneys 
received, if bonds an voted, is 
left to a bipartisan, non-salaried 
bond commission, the Fiscal Ourt 
and the OonntT Board of Edaca 
tion constitnttng a qra>M99< checks 
and balances. 

If the measure becomes law, no 
county will be called on to spend a 
dollar for this purpose unless its 
householders and voters so choose. 
In aneh eotfnties aa daaira lo ia>- 
prove their school system, every 
safeguard is provided for a dollar's 
worth of bancAt for avwry dollar 
expended. 

In brief, the measure proposes 
to give to every county the right of 
self help in s matter of viul con- 
cern to its best interests. The 
courty which enters on the enjoy- 
ment of that right will be pro- 
tected. The county that does not 
will sUnd stilly by virtue of its 
own choice. 

The measure should pass both 
houses withoitt a disaentiog vote. 
—Louisville Times.
